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THE PURSUIT OF HAPPINESS 
AND ITS RELATION TO 
RELIGION

Old. fashioned religion does not seem to be flourishing very 
vigorously at present. We still go to the churches of our vari- 
ous donominations, but as often as not, instead of attending to 
our devotions after the reverent manner of our fathers, we 
either settle ourselves to enjoy the sermon of the minister in 
much the same fashion as we would a lecture, or we pick him 
all to pieces when we come out; and pretty generally that is the 
extent of our religion. 

To some people who still are unfashionable enough to go to 
the Rock of Ages for comfort and consolation, this state of 
affairs is regarded as deplorable, and perhaps it is, but it is, 
nevertheless, thé prevailing trend. 

Perhaps there is some reason for it. It is a matter well 
worth looking into. Have the churches become old fashioned, 
or is it a sacrilege to make such a suggestion? Has the war 
changed peopje’s views on vital matters? Have the men who 
have beea walking along the border line of eternity, and greet | 
ing the visible appearance of death without the slightest embar- 
esment, come to regard the foams of religion sa trivial and in- 
consequential? What is it anyway that causes the present in- 
differene? For however much we may close our eyes to it, it is 
certainly with us. 

Abler minds than ours bave looked in vain for a solution, 
and while it would be assurance on our part either to assign a 
cause or prescribe a remedy, there are a few things which seem 
to us to bear on the general condition. 

The pursuit of happiness is unquestionably the inalienable 
right of every man or woman who makes the journey through 
this vale of tears; and the hope of attaining happiness is the 
mainspring of the uninerse. It is the foundation of every 
human enterprise or effort. The hope of its eventual achieve-| 
ment springs eternal in every human breast. 

All religion is founded upon this human attribute. The 
Christian professes and practices his religion that he may enjoy | 
eternal bliss in the Heaven of his creed ; the Mohemmedan seeks 
on the spears of his enemy the embraces of the maidens of sur-

passing beauty who shall open the doors of Paradise to him ;} 
and the poor Hindoos, who used to throw themselves beneath | 


the crushing wheels of the car of Juggernaut, hoped to win| 
celestial bliss by their sacrifice. It is the hope of happiness that 
moves them all. ' 

Religion as we in Christian countries have been in the habit 
of imbibing it, lays considerable stress on the good things that 
will come to us after we leave this life behind; but apparently 
does not attach much importance to it whilst we are here. We 
are poor worms, and misery is our condition. That is about 
the gist of it. 

Of course, happiness on this 
matter of temperament, 
they are miserable, if we may express such a paradox, whilst 
others find comfort in sacrifice. There is, of course, a splendid 
virtuous glow in doing the right thing even if it is hard of ac- 
complishment, that is its own reward, but it is quite possible to 
be fairly happy without mortifying the flesh; and that is a 
desirable consummation. 

We do not wish to be misunderstood as placing happiness 
before virtue, but the two conditions are quite compatable. 

Perheps in our formal expressions of religion we have laid 
too much stress upon attaining grace through suffering, and 
péople begin to ask themselves if this is necessary. Our hymns, 
which, by the way, are often ridiculous travesties on verse or

EVERYBODY IS TALKING 
| ABOUT THE TARRIFF 
| 


Bob Rogers says Canada must retain a high tarriff wall, but 
must unload the Union Government and revert to the good old 
conservative system. Bob has enough wealth under his thumb 
jnow, so that he can afford to indulge in the pastime usually 
accredited to Irishmen, viz: damming the government. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen, as chief spokesman for the Union 
Government, says that the tarriff wall is Canada’s only hope of 
lsalvation and makes a very able speech eight columns long in 
| defense of his position. There is a lot of sound argument in 
j what he says, too. 
| William Lyon Mackenzie King, leader of the dominion lib- 
inc party does not advocate any radical changes in the existing 
|tarriff policy, though he would favor sugaring up a few clauses 
jthat might prove good vote winners and establish him at Otta- 
wa safely snuggled under the mantle of premiership. 

Crerar comes along with an appeal to the West, champion- 
‘ing the cause of an oppressed class, and says that what the 
jcountry needs is to have the tarriff walls removed body and 
breeches, and is setting about to build up a new political party 
that will concrete his precepts. 

Our own humble ideas are sort of a modification of all the 
propositions. We are thoroughly convinced that under the 
present high tarriff walls we are paying too high a price for our 
jnational identity. Our tarriff, instead of being a stimulus to 
industry, has been but a medium of public exploitation to the 
enrichment of the manufacturers. Instead of manufacturers 
giving consideration to that “national spirit” they talk so much 
about, they consistently held their prices right up to the maxi- 
mum to which the tarriff afforded them. No wonder then that 
the Canadian people are prejudiced. And unless the signs 
change, the next election will demand a radical change. 

We cannot conceive any sane man undertaking to promote 
any radical change that would tend toward chaotic conditions 
or panic, The tarriff needs doctoring, but wants careful nursing 
while under the operation, 

If it were possible for the government to so control industry 
that Canadian manufactured articles would be preferentially 
marketed before the Canadian people and the home industries 
encouraged to develope volume of output along with a reason. 
able volume of profit, the tarriff would serve more of a national 
purpose, This is the only hope for the tarriff promoters, but, 
like the liquor interests, they are so filled with the dollar lust 
that they will bring defeat upon themselves. 

As for the parties, like the Saturday Evening Post, there is 
no reason under the sun for any such thing. There is no differ- 
ence between them except one is in and the other out and the 
difference in the spelling of the name. What the country needs 
is not parties but a little unbiased common business sense intro- 
duced into the administration. As soon as the people want a 
change badly enough they will step out and get it. 

We cannot cure all our ills in one parliamentary session.
